San Francisco.Aug-. 9— A special from 


Manila dated July 31 via Hong Kong 
on Monday says that a heavy engage- 
ment occurred tonight (July 31) be- 
tween the Americans and Spaniards at 
Malate. The Spaniards attacked and 
attempted to turn our right wing but 
were repulsed after hours of fighting 
The troops engaged were the First Bat- 
talion 
of 
California volunteers, the 


Tenth Pennsylvania, the First Battal- 
ion of the Third regular army and 
Battery A of Utah. Our loss was nine 
killed and ' 44 wounded. 
The Spanish 


loss is upwards of 200 killed and 300 
wounded. 


The battle raged for three hours, and 


our volunteers made a glorious defense 
against upwards of 3,000 Spanish sol- 
diers attacking. Various reports give 
the American 
loss 
from nine to 13 


killed.

They ran 


right up to the attacking Spaniards 
and mowed them down with volleys. 
The Utah Battery by- the destructive 
fire of the enemy were repulsed and re- 
treated in disorder. 


Not an inch of ground was lost. The 


fighting was resumed at long range 
by the heavy artillery the next night 
and lasted an hour. One was killed 
and two wounded of the Americans. 
The artillery duel was also renewed 
tho next night. The total dead in the 
three battles was 13.

It consists of a, re- 
port by a member of the ambulance 
coips, and, unless confuted, the state- 
ment relieves the medical department 
of the sweeping chaige" of gross inef- 
ficiency. The document reads as fol- 
lows:

each orgronizai#jn having its own equip- 
ment. 
While the bulk of the supplies 


was in the organised hospitals, the regi- 
niental equipment was largely in ex- 
cess of its needs,and was.intended to 
be called in to supply, if necessary, the 
equipment of the hospitals. 
» 


The landing on Cuban soil was made 


as rapidly as possible, each organization 
accompanied by the medical attendants 
assigned to it, and troops were pushed 
forward with no other equipment and 
supplies than could be carried by the 
Soldiers. 
Having no means of trans- 


portation for even their field chests, 
the regimental medical officers had ab- 
solutely no resources at their command 
except such as were provided by the 
orderly and ship corps pouches, and the 
first-aid packets ca tried by the soldiers. 


Having only left their ships, the lat- 


ter were promptly ordered out of the 
small bay at Siboney and Baiquiri to 
permit the unloading of other ships. 
These partially unloaded ships, in obe- 
dience to their orders, then proceeded 
to sea from five to fifteen miles, where 
they 
remained 
hove-to 
indefinitely. 


Such orders were given the transports 
carrying the reserve and the first di- 
visional hospitals. 
The one carrying 


the reserve hospital, in obedience to its 
orders, proceedr-d to join the 
naval 


blockading squadron off Morro castle, 
where it remained five days and nights, 
the other transports disappearing, if 
J was correctly informed, fOf an entire 
week. 


During the time the fight at Cuasirr.a 


had occurred and lai'ge numbers of sick 
and wounded were requiring treatment. 
In the meantime a report of the condi- 
tions prevailing on shore was made to 
the chief surgeon, who promptly laid 
the case before the commanding general, 
requesting that a launch be placed un- 
der the control of the medical depart- 
ment for tho collection of medical sup- 
plies from the various transports. 
It 


was a'.- 
requested that a pack train be 


organised, In the proportion of one pack 
mule to each regiment, to transport 
Supplies, especially the field chests, to 
the front for proper distribution, and it 
was suggested by the chief surgeon as 
available for the performance of these 
duties. 


The exigency of the situation did not 


apparently appeal to the commanding 


i general, and- for two days the medical 


I department was unable to get transpor- 


tation of any kind to the other ships or 
to the shore, although there were a 
larjy number of naval launches and 
bonti emnlovpfl on various other duties 
On the third day, by order of the ad- 
jutant general, one rowboat was turned 
over to tho rn< dical department for the 
purposes above named, and at the same 
tlmo an order waa issued for land trans- 
portation to earry medical supplies to 
the front "not to exceed one six-mule 
team," 
On getting into thla boat with 


supplies from the headquarters' trans- 
port, I was directed by sundry staff 
officers to take them on various errands. 
On my refusal to recognize their au- 
thority, the commanding general, who 
had appeared on the scene, personally 
revoked the previous order and directed, 
after the landing of the supplies already 
in the boat, that it should return with- 
out delay.

portation to the quartermaster on shore, 
I was informed that only pack mules

tirely upon it's own energies and im- 
provise 'its own transportation.

justified in saying that at the time of 
my departure large quantities of med- 
ical supplies urgently Deeded on shore 
still remained on transports, a number 
of which were under orders to return 
to the United States. 
Had the medical 


department carried along double the 
amount of supplies, it is difficult to see

with the totally inadequate land 


and water transportation provided by

Gcn-_-ra.l Shufter emphatically denies

"€ do not complain of this, for no one 


could have foreseen all that would be 
required, but I will not quietly submit 
to having tho onus laid on me for the lack 
of these hospital facilities." 


General Shafter speaks ill high terms 


of Dr. Lagarde, and saye that he has 
worked under the most disadvantageous 
circumstances. "Froirt 
the "day the 


forces left Tampa until the

time," he says, "there lias never been 
sufficient medical attendance or medi- 
cines for the daily wants of the com- 
mand. Three times since reaching Cuba 
the command has been almost entirely 
without medicines."

of 58 hours he died. By this time an 
enormous crowd had gathered, and all 
sorts of plans were suggested for recov- 
ering the body, but finally it was de- 
termined to make the well the dead 
man's tomb, and it was filled up after 
religions services hud been held upon 
its brink. The well was 48 feet deep, 
and perhaps no other Kansan over found 
quite so strauge a burial place.—Kan- 
sas City Journal.

My dear mr—1 am in receipt of your 


letter, and has tun to ass-are you that 
-what y( xi say about Admiral Sampson 
is so unju-.'l tnat it can only hs pardoned 
on the jjtound oi your ignorance of the 
whole matter. You hav« no apprecia- 
tion of the responsibilities that have 
been upon Admn &1 Sampson; of his very 
superior attainments as an officer, and 
the splendid work he has done preparing 
for t'.x* nwal victory which was the 
crowning accomplishment cf his efforts 
for v.-eeky and weeks bcf»re Santiago. 
Justice is always done in the long run; 
but when you indulge in such unfounded 
criticism, I cannot forbosr to protest, as 
I-should feel bcuncj to do if you had re- 
ferred in similar terms to any other of 
our deserving officers. 


First—Admiral Sampson was selected 


for the command of the North Atlantic 
souafiron because the deportment, in 
the szarcisB of its beat judgment, with 
an *yo single to the public interests, be- 
lieved that ha was etps«i«>tf fittad for 
the place.

Washington, Aug. 9.—Spain has re- 


sorted to the unusual course ^sending 
in addition to the full and formal reply 
accepting our peace terms a summary 
of her answer. This summary preceded 
the answer proppr and was first trans- 
lated for the benefit of 
Ambassador 


Cambon. 


The president was told last nlfht Sfcaln 


accepts the condiyons which we Baye 
imposed, explaining that under the con~ 
stitution of Spain only the cortes can 
cede territory, and, therefore, the action 
of the cabinet in relinquishing Spanish 
sovereignty over Porto Rico, Cuba ana 
one of the Ladrone islands must be rati- 
fied by the cortes to become valid. 


The concluding portion of the Spanish 


reply was received during the evening, 
but it was not until a late hour that it 
was deciphered as a whole anfi gone over 
by the ambassador. No effort wag made 
to communicate it to the United States 
government beyond a note to Secretary 
Day advising its contents. There is 
reason.to believe it is not an unqualified 
acceptance of the American terms, but 
it is framed on accepting the essentials 
and trusting to a hope for conciliatory 
spiiit on the part of this government to 
moderate to some extent features which 
the Spanish government seems to regard 
as non-essentials. 


The administration has not yet given 


serious consideration to the personnel 
of the peace commission, but it can be 
stated that no one not in accordance 
with the president's present views as 
to the disposition of the Philippines will 
be appointed. Mr. MoKinley favors 
keeping at least Manila harbor and bay 
and sufficient territory around it for its 
support and protection, if not the whole 
of Luzon island. As to members of the 
cabinet as members of the commission, 
there ai«e precedents for their appoint- 
ment, notably in the case of the treaty 
of Ghent.

SAVING THE WEECKS. 


Tactics by Which He Beat the taw and 


JVlads Enormous Profits. 


The United States had not long sup- 


pressejl the slave trade. There were plenty 
still of lowland planters, with money in 
both pockets, ready to buy whatever of 
"black ivory" other men would fetch in. 
Lafltte, the Louisiana pirate, kept up the 
business of such fetching in. His haunts 
were no great ways from the Bowlo habi- 
tat. 
Moreover, young James Was in the 


•way of coming upon cho plrato whenever 
the business of board rafting took him to 
New Orl-ans. He was too shrewdly Amer- 
ican not to grudge such fair profits to a 
pack of foreigners. In company with his 
brother, Bezin Bowie, Jr., and two others 
of like adventurous minds he undertook 
to got a fair sharing iu it. 


Money was needed to begin. Bowie sold 


his land to get it. 
Then the four entered 


into treaty with lafltte. He sold them 
sound and likely blacks off his slaveshipa 
at the rate of $1 a pound. That made the 
average price something like $140 the 
head. In the open market the blacks 
would fetch from $600 to $1,000 eaoh. But 
there was another and a better chance of 
gain, which the trading crew were quick 
to seize upon. Under the laws then stand- 
ing all Africans brought in iu violation of 
the statute were confiscated and sold out 
of hand, one half tho price going to tha 
authorities, the other to the informer. 
Bowie and his comrades made a practice 
of informing upon themselves; then when 
tho slaves were seized and sold they bid 
them in, pocketed half the money they 
paid and found themselves free to offer 
their purchases wheresoever they chose, 
for the blacks were now lawfully within 
United States boundaries and a commodity 
as staple and as marketable as cotton. 


The profit was enormous—nobody ever 


bid against the partners at the forced sales, 
though there were a lively crying and a 
swift mounting of prices at the later vend- 
iugs. Altogether tbo company realized a 
profit of some f 65,000 within a couple of 
years. But the business involved such 
mummery and flummery of false names, 
pretended disguises and pretended seizures 
that the Bowies pretty soon tirod of it. 
They dissolved it, and at least set about 
spending as strenuously as they had gone 
about making.—Martha McCulloch-\Vil- 
liams in .Harper's Magazine.

WORK OF SCHLEY'S QUN5.

Ferbapi Three of C«rrer»% Maett War- 


chip* Will Y«t Vlr the American Hug* 
Method* of Baking Mualc«D Ship*—Chief 
Conatruotor Hlebharu't Flan*. 


If West Indian hurricane* do not inter- 


fere, Yankeo ingenuity and Skill will yet 
Bavt at least a part of tbo fine squadron 
with which-Admiral Cervera sailed out of 
Santiago harbor on Sunday, July 8. 


A big force of American mechanics, 


divers and ship repairers have been ot 
work on the wrecks for nearly threo weeks. 
They have plugged up tlte holes which tho 
gnus of Schloy'rfnhlps punched in the 'sides 
of the fleeing enemy, they have pumped 
out tha water which tho vengeful and de- 
spairing Spaniards lot in after all hope 
was lost, they have undone much of the 
mischief caused by bursting sholls'ftnd ex- 
ploding torpedoes and theyaro conliclcntly 
looking forward to the time when at least 
three of Cervcra's battered battleships 
shiill will into an American port flying tho 
American colors. 


With the energy and industry of so 


mr.ny hoaxers tho wreckiuK crews arc 
working on the dented, heat blistered 
hulks. Not having 1114 equipment suitable 
for the enterprise, the government in- 
trusted tho work to tho Merritt Wrecking 
company. This is tho same concern which 
\vus engaged in stripping tho wreck of tho 
Maine in Havana harbor. 


Tho wrecking company is under con- 


tract to receive $800 a day as long as tho 
work continues, but it is to bo stopped at 
any time tho government inspectors think 
best. As an incentive to expeditions work 
o large bonus will be given for every one 
of tho wrecks which can be raised, patched 
up and delivered to tho government safe in 
Norfolk harbor. 
As a tornado might at 


any time spoil all chances of saving tho 
warships by driving them farther up on the 
coral reefs where they were beached, no 
time is being lost. 


Captain Frank Sharp, who is in charge 


of the work for tho wrecking company, 
recently expressed his belief that ho could 
save not only tho Cristobal Colon, which 
was the least injured of any vessel in tho 
fleet, but the Vlzcaya and Maria Teresa 
as well. 
They would be welcome addi- 


tions to our navy, for Americans are con- 
fident that with Yankee gunners behind 
the big Spanish rifles as good exhibitions 
of marksmanship could be shown as that 
exhibited by Schlcy's men at Santiago. 
Tho hulls of all three vessels will noed 
much repairing, of course, but they are 
well armored, and the cost of armor plate 
will make it worth while. Then their en- 
gines, which are Clyde made, will be

patched up by American engineers so c 
they will tie almost as g(y>d as new. The 
big guno will need remounting in many 
cases, but this will be a matter of very Ut- 
tlo trouble. 


Perhaps some of tho ships which Dcwey 


sunk in Manila harbor may also be ea\ ed. 
Commodore Philip Hichborn, chief con- 
structor of the navy, seems to think so. 


If Commodore Hichbocn says this can 


be done, it is a foregone conclusion that it 
is possible, for the chief constructor of the 
navy is a man who speaks with the confi- 
dence born of a thorough practical ac- 
quaintance with the work before him. 


The methods of raising sunken ships 


must vary largely according to existing 
circumstances, but they may, belaid 
broadly to depend upon three factors— 
first, tho depth of water; second, the size 
and weight of the ship, and, third, the na- 
ture and extent of the injuries by which 
tho ship was sunk. 
,-Ji. 


Several methods might be employed'for 


raising vessels. 
The first operation, in 


any case, would be to send down divers to 
make an examination and report their 
condition. In cose the injuries should not 
be extensive, scows would be moored on 
each side of tho wreck as it lies, with lift- 
ing apparatus of sufficient power to raise 
the immersed weight. The injuries to the 
exterior of the hull could then be tempo- 
rarily closed by the divers and chains passed 
around tinder the vessel. 
She could then 


be raised until the top of tho hatch coam- 
ings was above water, and the vessel 
pumped out. 


Another method more likely to be used 


In cose of extensive injury w Id bo to 
sink pontoons or casks, prc ded with 
means for attachment to the hull of the 
sunken craft. A sufficient volume of these 
must bo provided and judiciously located 
to supply sufficient buoyancy to float the 
vessel to the surface or as nearly as possi- 
ble on an even keel. The wreck can then 
bo towed into shallow water and opera- 
tions fbr completing the salvage carried 
on to greater advantage. 


Some of the smaller ships of the Manila 


fleet it would hardly pay to raise, as, for 
instance, the Marquise del Duero. a small 
iron gunboat of 500 tons displacement 
and 23 years old. 


This problem of saving the sunken ships 


of tho enemy comes directly before Com- 
modore Hichborn. It is needless to say 
that just now be is a very busy man. He 
is peculiarly fitted for the work because of 
his many years of practical experience. 
Commodore Hiohborn is a native of 
Charlcstown, Mass., and is 59 years old. 
Perhaps it was his frequent visits to the 
Charlestown navy yard which influenced 
him in deciding what his life work should 
be. At any rate, he began to propnro him- 
self for the navy early in life. After being 
graduated from the Boston High school ho 
took a special course in ship construction 
supplementary to flva years' tuition as 
shipwright's apprentice in the navy yard. 
Thon he went to San Francisco, and after 
two years of service at the Mare Island 
navy yard lie was made master shipwright 
at the age of 28. Since then his progress 
has been rapid, and if the Spanish wrecks 
are to fly our Hag he is tho man who can 
put them in shape to do it.

Mortality In War. 


The question of the possible mortali- 


ty among those engaged in military 
operations is one of great interest just 
now to insurance companies in Ameri- 
ca, and efforts have been made to learn 
the proportion of the losses to the total 
number of troops in the American civil 
war. 
It appeajrs that the number of en- 


listments (reduced to a three years' 
basis) is estimated at 2,830,272, and 
that tho mortality is summed up as fol- 
lows: Killed and died of wounds, 110,- 
U70, or 47 per 1,000; died ot disease, 
224,586, or 97 per 1,000; died from ac- 
cident and all other causes, 24, 783, or 
II per 1,000; total, 859,528, or 155 per 
1,000 for tho three years' term. Thus 
the average death fate per year among 
thqsu enlisted works out roughly at 62 
per 1,000.— Hospital.

An Ancient Agricultural Implement. 
An agricultural relic of considerable 


interest was unearthed recently on the 
farm of Amos Buckman, in Springfield 
township, Delaware county. Bncktaan's 
farm is knowu as the "Levis Home- 
stead, " and it is said to bo the oldest 
place in tbo county, the title dating 
back to William Penn's time. The 
farmhouse, a solid stone structure, 
about 250 yea*B old, baa begun to show 
signs of age, and la&fc week steps wore 
taken to frat it in repair. Preparations 
•were made to resbibgle the roof, but be- 
fore tbis could be done it was necessary 
to teal- down and rebuild the large 
chimney. The men engaged at this 
work had razed the chimney to tho 
level of the roof, wrien they came- to a 
largo flat piece of iron which had been 
put in to brace the chimney against the 
stone wall. This was torn out and 
thrown to the ground, when one of tho 
workmen noticed its odd shape. After 
the mortar bad been cleaned off it was 
examined and proved to be an old fash- 
ioned "sod cutter." A nsirao was sunk 
on it, of wbich only tho three last let- 
ters (sis) could be made out, but the 
date, 1768, is fairly legible. At that 
time the plows were very primitive, 
yet they had in a crude form tho cut- 
ters still frequently used on modern 
plows to open the way for tho share. 
Owing to the mortar the cutter is well 
preserved, bat tho worn edges attest 
that it bad turned many a furrow in its 
palmy days before it was built into the 
chimney.—Philadelphia Record.

Miss Nightingale has served well for 


more than the allotted span of life, and 
now thp heroine of the Crimean war 
has come to lie ail day long, and all the 
days, in a shaded room in her London 
home. It Is a bedridden existence, but 
it is one made beautiful by the light 
of other days. No one foigets Florence 
Nightingale, nor does she forget.

J All North Adams and Adams were 
shocked and grieved this morning by 
tho news which was received from 
Santiago of the death 'of two members 
of Company M, Joseph 
Gravel 
of 


Aflams and David C. Ferguson of Ren- 
frew. 
So unexDected was this news 


that it was at nrst hardly to be be- 
lieved, and only in the confirming evi- 
dence of many letters received today 
were the many friends of the two sol- 
diers able to realize the terrible loss. 


The death of each was caused by ill- 


ness rather than wounds. Gravel died 
of the dread yellow fever, and Yergu-, 
son's death was caused by the disar- 
rangement of his system by the terrible 
climate to which the men were sub- 
jected. Neither saw any fi?;hti:ss, as 
both were stricken with disease and 
removed to the hospitals before the 
first gun was fired from the Second 
regiment. 
" 


A strange thing is that the news of 


their deaths was delayed so 
long. 


Ferguson died July 19, and Gravel two 
days later. Part of the delay is ex- 
plained by the fact that'the men were 
in a division hospital some distance 
from the main body of troops, and 
the report of their deaths was not 
brought to the company until July 29, 
the day on which most of the letters 
from 
the 
company 
were 
written. 


Neither death had been reported in 
the dispatches from Santiago, 
how- 


ever, and the community was entire-

Private David C. Ferguson, who died 


July 19, of dysentery, was the first 
member of Company M to give up his 
life for his country. He was born in 
Adams December 16, 1ST9, and had al- 
ivays lived in Adams, and in this city 
where he worked. lie was learning the 
machinists trade at the Hunter works 
with his father, Thomas C. Ferguson, 
who is a veteran of the civil war. 


He was prominent in athletics, hav- 


ing been a foot ball player and sprinter. 
He enlisted in Company M on the Sun- 
day before the company left for South 
Framingham. 


He leaves, besides his parents, four 


sisters and one brother. They are Mrs. 
James Kay, Mrs. James Lyons, Miss 
Margaret C. Ferguson, principal of the 
Zylonite school, Miss Rachel Fergu- 
son and Craig Ferguson. 


He was a member of St. Thomas' 


church, and of the boy's club of East 
Renfrew. He was thoroughly popular 
in Adams and in this city. 


JoM'pU Gravel, Jr. 


Private Joseph Gravel, Jr., died of 


yellow fever two days after Fergu- 
son's death. He became sick at about 
the same time with Ferguson, soon 
after the troops landed at Santiago.

Ferguson was the only man who 
had had yellow fever, but no one could 
hope to remain well when living under 
the conditions of climate and lack of 
shelter from which they were suffering.

I could not allow the night 
to pass without, through you, thanking 
them for this mark of the love they 
bear for the boys in Cuba.

must be patent fb all. Since the eighth 
day of June the mert had been in no 
place where they could procure any- 
thing- for their comfort urftil now.

We have had no issue of clothing, 


and good tobacco or cigars cannot be 
gotten. Not only are those particular

The comfort bags 
contain articles that will be of great 
benefit. The bandages I hope may not 
be particularly needed, yet should oc- 
casion require they are indispensible. 
, We were under many obligations to 
the people of North Adams, particu- 
larly the Daughters of the American 
Revolution, before. Now our debt of 
gratitude is so large that we may nbyer 
hope to repay it. We can only say", 
may He who caused this feeling of 
loyalty and love to spring up in their 
breasts make them to feel that they 
have done that which shall win for 
them the plaudit: What you have done 
for them you have also done for Me. 


In behalf of the company I extend 


their appreciation and thanks and 
would add that whatever the outcome 
of this war may be, if called to give 
more of our strength, or even our lives, 
it will be more of a pleasure, knowing 
that you all are watching our progress 
and .thinking and acting for our wel- 
fare. 
I wish that I were able to express 


more fully our feelings, but it is not 
my good fortune thus to do. I can 
simply say, God bless and keep you all.

The cuarge is based on the statements 
of Atwood's 13 years old daughter, and 
the case turned entirely on her story. 
City Solicitor Ashe appeared for the 
commonwealth and Lawyer Couch for 
the defense. The hearing was a long 
one, occupying much of the afternoon. 
Both sides had a number of witnesses, 
and the evidence was in some instances 
revolting. 
At the 
conclusion Judge 


Phelps said that in view of the serious 
nature of the charge, he would consider 
the case further, and continued it till 
Wcdnesady morning for judgment. 


The prosecution based its case almost 


entirely on the statements of the girl, 
who told a lonif story, this being sup- 
ported by others to whom she had told 
it. The defense spent most of its en- 
ergy in trying to prove that the girl's 
reputation for veracity was not such 
•1.3 would warrant belief in her story. 
Relatives and persons with whom she 
had lived weie called on to testify on 
this point. 


Both lawyers summed up the evi- 


dence in strong closing arguments. Mr. 
Couch for the defense called attention 
to the unnatural details given in the 
girl's story, which if true made it seem 
impossible, and emphasized the fact of 
her reputation as one whose word was 
iirot to be relied upon, ending with the 
statement that the probability was not 
strong enoukh to cause the man to be 
hold. Mr. Ashe spoke of the horrible 
nature of the alleged crime, to which 
the only answer of the defense was an 
attempt to show the girl untrustwor- 
thy. The question of the girl's veracity 
had been argued, he said, on state- 
ments which were not specific or which 
related to minor matters, and called 
attention to the fact that a girl with 
the training the complainant was al- 
leged to have hnd could not bo ex- 
pected to be strictly honest. He claimed 
chat there was cause to hold the man 
on the uncorroborated statement of the 
girl, as in surh a •'•ase that would al- 
uiost always be the only evidence avail-
